This -top was taken, in rep ly to 
an order from th e German a u th o r ­ 
ities that Amel b ans m u s t w ith d ra w 
from the provinces of Belgium and 
N o rth ern France, leaving only a few 
of their representatives headed by 
B rand Whitlock, American minister 
to Belgium , in Brussels . The ac­ 
tion of the com m ission is explained 
in the, follow ing statem ent, which 
was given to Hie Associated Press 
yesterd ay by directors of the com ­ 
mission in London: 
“We wa re advised February 12 b\ 
Director Warren C. Gregory from 
Brussels 
that 
Baron

Lam ken (civil governor of Brus­ 
sels) had notified him that Atm ri- 
eart citizens could no longer occu­ 
lt’. positions in connection wtih the 
commission in < ie occupied terri­ 
tories of France and Belgium, but 
that a lew Americans, among them 
ligand Whitlock, might 
reside iii 
Brussels and exorcise general su­ 
pervision over the work. 
“.Mr. Gregory was advised to ar­ 
range for all his m in to h a v e Bel­ 
gium immediately,

sion's affairs and take steps to so * 
that there be no interruption in the
